DELAYED SIDEWALK CON- 
STRUCTION 

Three weeks ago the plank walks 
along both sides of Namao avenue for 


many blocks were torn up preparatory 


“‘gelf-laudation’’ arc } 


to laying concrete walks. As yet not a 
foot of concrete walk has been laid on 
either side of the street, and so far as 
the actual cement work is concerned 
the walks are not a day’s work nearer 
completion than they were three weeks 
ago. Along the west side of the avenue 
and for some distance on the east side 
the gravel foundation for the walks 
has been put in but not a bueketfull 
of cement has been put in either walk 
With a reasonably strong force the 
plank walks could have been removed, 
the trenches prepared and the gravel 
dumped in in a week. On this portion 
of the work there has been a delay of 
2 clear fortnight and this delay does 
not shorten by an hour the time still 
and to 


necessary to lay the cement 


allow it to harden. 


Some time since the Bulletin drew 
attention to the inconvenience suifer- 
ed by residents along the street from 
having both walks torn up at the 
same time and the damage to the busi- 
ness interests of the community by the 
already narrow driveway being block- 
aded by the debris from the two walks. 
The delay has protracted the inconven- 
ience to residents and multiplied the 
injury to th business interests by the 
continued diversion of traffic from 
this usually busy thoroughfare. That 
the plank walks are to be replaced 
during the still further delay neces- 
sary is a concession under the circum- 
stances but why were they not replac- 
ed ten days ago? Or better still, why 
were not the conditions avoided which 
replacement 


makes their temporary 


and a second removal necessary ? 


Two causes are given for the delay, 
the difficulty of securing sand and the 
scarcity of labor. The causes given are 
doubtless correct .but have they only 
now become apparent? Was the diffi- 
culty of securing sand and the scarcity 
of labor not as well understood a fort- 
night since as now? If so, why was the 
contractor allowed to undertake more 
than he had any reasonable chance of 
accomplishing without unreasonable 
delay and unnecessary inconvenience to 
the public? 


The moral of the incident is that
